AN OHIO MAN ENDED ONE DISEASE

One of the developm ents of the intensive study 
of the life of A b raham Lincoln that is b eing m ade is 
the diagnosis at this late day —more than a century 
after the death of the m other of Lincoln—of the 
disease tha t cost her life, that serious m alady of the 
early day s in all this se c tion -m ilk sickness or "m ilk 
sick," as the pioneers called I t 
The Illness was prevalent in Ohio. Indiana and 
Illinois, and the settlers knew that it was to b e 
traced to their milk herds, b ut they w ere alway s un­ 
willing to b e pinned down on It b ecause it might af­ 
fect the value of their stock. Only recently , Professor 
Edwin L. Moseley , when he was teacher of science 
in Sandusky high school, directed his interest in 
Botany tow ard discovering the source of the sickness 
—and he found It in the w hite snake root that oc­ 
casionally grew wild. After his discovery , snake 
root was hunted out and killed, and "m ilk sick” dis 
appeared.

Some persons pos 
seus m ore sensitivity than others. 
T here are Individuals who suffer 
from this distressing ailm ent appar 
ently w ithout actual contact with 
(he plant. All they need do is to b e 
In the vicinity of the plant. 
The 
sap or pollen of the plant can b e 
carried to the sensitive individual 
b y the wind or b y contact 
with 
clothing, tools, Insects and other 
ob jects that have touched the poi­ 
sonous plant. 
Lots of persons a re Immune and. 


m ediately 
take a w arm b ath and 
scrub w ith an alkaline soap. Then 
sponge the b o4ly w ith alcohol. Some 
find gasoline b eneficial.

Prom pt Trea tment Essentia l 
Soothing lotions, such as cala 
mine and zinc lotion are extrem ely 
helpful In lessening the effects of 
poison ivy .

H e had the capacity to en­ 
vision that a gun thus m arked and 
decorated would have great in terest 
value in the sub sequent y ears.

He b ecame In lat­ 
er y ears a b lacksm ith at Dam ascus, 
Columb iana county . 
Then he also 
located thereafter In H anoverlon. 
He b ecame one of the workmen 
upon the Sandy & Beaver canal. 
Perhaps he was one of the b lack­ 
sm iths that contrib uted much of 
the iron work that was necessary in 
the construction of the locks In 
sections of this b uilt w ater course 
from the Ohio river to the Sandy 
river In Tuscaraw as county .

real estate b usiness in Clevelainl. 
He there alte r returned to Hanover.

the B ursen fam ily

Some of them were known to have 
b een six inches m ore than six fec^ç_ 
in height wihle all of them w e iS l^ 
over six feet in stature, it is said. 
The prow ess of Jam es Bursen, the 
first of the

haps due to his stren gth and size 
that he was enab led to successfully 
consum m ate the long river trip to 
New O rleans in day s b efore steam 
b oats and thus lay the foundation 
of fortune for his later acquirem ent 
of land in Columb iana county . 
Company K. of the 101th O. V. I., 
of which Jam es Bursen, grandson 
of the pioneer settler of the sam e 
nam e in Colum b iana county was a 
m emb er, was one of four com pan­ 
ies of this m ilitary unit which had 
Columb iana 
com panies. 
It was 
nown as the New Lisb on company . 
Company G. was regarded a.s the 
Salem contingent. Company F., as 
that from W ellsville and Company 
C., as that from E ast Palestine. 
These com panies were m ustered 
Into service on A ugust 30, 1862, at 
M assillon b y C aptain J. R. Paxton 
of the 15th United S tates infantry .

Certainly M^e will 
admit that few, if any, o f u s have 
faith su fficient to enter u po n a pro ­ 
gram in life wherein we shall no t take 
tho u ght o f ho w o r where the necessi­ 
ties o f life are to co me fro m.

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"Hut seek ge first the Kingdom of Cod, and His righteousness: and all 
these things shalt be added unto y o u —Matt, fi-33. 


Our text for today is the climax 
of the sixth chapter of Matthew, 
which records the Saviour in His ser­ 
mon on the Mount, and in w hich the 
Master had much to say concerning 
those things which we should not do. 
With each injunction Jesus stated 
just what should be done. 
And the 
words of our text were spoken by the 
Saviour after He had spoken as fol­ 
lows : 


"Therefore, take no thought, say­ 
ing, ‘What shall we eat, or what shall 
we drink, or wherewithal shall we he 
clothed? . . . . Your heavenly Father 
knoweth that ye have need of all 
these things.’ ’’ 


The writer is doubtful if he can 
comment on this subject in a way that 
will be helpful. 
Certainly we will 
admit that few, if any, of us have 
faith sufficient to enter upon a pro­ 
gram in life wherein we shall not take 
thought of how or where the necessi­ 
ties of life are to come from. 
And 
few, if any, of us are so consecrated 


that we could, or would, seek first 
the Kingdom of God and His righte­ 
ousness. Rut after all, why should wv 
not so live? 


We cannot offer many, if any, ex­ 
amples to prove that the words of our 
text are practical, and that we would 
always have the necessary food and 
clothing if our consideration of those 
things were secondary. Meantime, it 
is equally tine that we cannot offer 
many, if any, living examples of per­ 
sons who make it the rule of their 
lives to "seek first the Kingdom of 
God and His righteousness.” 
The 
writer does not know of a single case. 
Therefore, so long as we do not see 
where this promise has been tried and 
failed, and so long as we can see the 
fulfillment of His promises, wherein 
they have been tried, what less 
should we do than to admit that the 
suffering and distress in the world is 
self-inflicted, and due to our failure 
to accept the teachings of Jesus, in 
His Sermon on the Mount, and other­ 
wise?
